To Congress 


Gov't Would Help 
Send 10,000 Students 
To College Each Year 


G ETTYSBU RG , Pa. IR- Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower today approved 
for submission to Congress a plan 
for expanding scientific education 
at a federal-state cost of about 
! $1,800,000,000 over the next four 
I years. 
The federal government would 
help send 10.000 promising stu­ 
dents to college each year.

The plan was submitted to the 
President this morning by Marion 
B. Folsom, secretary of health, 
education and welfare. 
The chief 
executive approved the entire pro­ 
gram. 
It calls for federal college schol­ 
arships for high school students 
who have “ good preparation” in 


i the field of science and mathe­ 
matics. 
Eisenhower will touch on the 
new aid-to education plan in his 
State of the Union message, then 
. send Congress a special message 
detailing the program. 
The goal would be to improve 
teaching and speed up the pro­ 
duction of scientists and engineers 
to meet Russia’s space-age chal­ 
lenge. 
Seven-Point Program 
Assuming relatively quick and fa­ 
vorable congressional action, Fol­ 
som said it was possible that the 
first federal scholarships might be 
granted in time for the start of the 
new academic year next Septem­ 
ber. 
The seven-point program would 
cost annually about 225 to 250 mil­ 
lion dollars in federal funds plus 
nearly matching state appropria­ 
tions. 
Over the first four years 
the federal government would put 
up about one billion dollars, the 
states about 800 million.

—Grants to states on a 50-50 
matching basis for aptitude tests 
of students between the seventh

Congressman Kenneth J. Gray

ary that “ ue run the risk of the 
communists dominating the Unit­ 
ed States without firing a shot if 
we allow, out selves to be bankrupt 
economically while spending 
too 
much for foreign aid at the ex­ 
pense of denying ourselves badly 
needed domestic programs.” 
He said that America carved 
herself out of the wilderness in a 
short period of time because of her 
great natural 
resources, 
divine 
guidance and the determination of 
the people to make progress.

warned that current talk of defer 
ring many programs such as water 
resources development, flood con­ 
trol works, navigation, urban re 
newal development, public build 
ing construction,

Gray said, “ if v\e are to rennin 
the leader of the free world we 
must be strong economically as 
well as militarily. 
To do that we 
must keep pace with the needs of 
a growing population.” 
The Southern Illinois Congress 
man said he is for a strong Na 
tional Defense, however, he feels 
the 40 billion Defense budget will 
have some “ water wrung from it” 
by the Congress and he is hope­ 
ful that those savings can be ap 
plied to needed domestic programs. 
Otherwise, he said, we face a year 
of increased 
unemployment and 
underdevelopment. 
Gray is a Majority member of 
the House Committee on Public 
Works.
